TASCOTT A SQUAV MAN. 

Willing to iiiwn Hininpir I'p If They 
Won't Han.' Htm. 

CiiicAao, Sept. 82.— Tha fact has Jost 
developeil hero that Fnuik Taseett, a 
brother of William Ta.scott, the alleged 
murderer of Millionaire Amos .T. Snell, 
held e.ttended negotiations with tlie \>o 
lice authorities some six months ago, 
looking to the surrender of his brother. 
The terma in which the surrender was to 
bemads wsra that an indictment for 
burglary against the notad fugitive was 
to bM nolle prosequied and that he was 
to ba paid the reward of |50.0M offarad 
by the relatives of tha dead Ban for hii 
capture, to ba naed in hiadaf ansa against 
the charge of murder. TIta aegotiatioas 
haveinally fallen throofh, Frtnk Tas- 
cott bacomiug suspicious that the polios 
departaaaat woold not give hia brotlwr 
fair treatment. Thssa facts are admit- 
ted by PoUca Inapeotor Marsh, who waf 
at that tim^ chiaf of polioa. Mr. Marsh 
never knew whara Taeoolt was in hiding. 

Detective Duffy, who was concerned 
in tha negotiations, said that in his 
opinion tha evldaaoa against Tasoott is 
not aufflcient to convict him. 

The reportorial queries which brought 
out the above statamanta wore started 
by a dispatch from St. Paul. Tha dis- 
patch said that tha now notorioiu fugi- 
tive, two days after Sneirs murder, ar- 
rived at St. Paul where ha remained a 
week. Thence ha went to Winnipeg, 
thence to a farm fifty miles from that 
point and eventtially to tiie Turtle 
Mountain reservation, where he joined 
the Indians and is now a member of the 
Turtle Mountt;iii band, having adopted 
the Indian costume and customs and 
marrie<l a squaw. 

W. W. Erwin. a St. Paid lawyer, tells 
the following atory in ooaaacuon with 
the case: 

"One day last February or March a 
man came into my otiice and introduced 
himself as Samuel G. Golden, of St.

Golden said he had a letter in his pocket 
from a near rel ii i\ Tascott in which 
the proftVr of surrender was made.

The .'^ignal •'Service ISnrean's report 
for the week in Kentucky .savs: "Tiie 
weather the past weell was abnornudly 
warm, witli little or no rain, and a large 
excess of sunshine. These condition.s 
wi-re precisely those required for the ma- 
turing of corn and tobacco. The former 
crop is about made, and except in a few 
places is safe fr iin frost. .\1I indications 
point to an enormous yield. 

" Tobaooo was greatly Improved during 

tho WOeki and the early jilanted crop is 
behig rapidly cut and housed. Tlie har- 
Teat shows It to be beMwr than was «»• 

ticij)ated some time since. The later 
crop, without damage from frost, will, in 
all probability, be very line. \ severe 
hail storm in Christian and Todd coun- 
ties on Friday ruined many fine fields 
about lloiikiiisville and Trenton. Hain 
is needed for fall pastures, but with this 
exception the weather could not have 
bi'en more favoralde for all crops. Fall 
plowing is alioul completed."

Fotltr's Theory He Claims They are 
Oaosad by Elaotrioltjr. 

The awftd eartlKjuake in San Salvador, 
Central America, September PJtli, seems 
to call for a discussion of the theory of 
earf iKjuakes. Following tho dictates of 
the nebular theory of creation, our schools 
teach that the earth is in a molten con- 
dition, with only u comparatively thin 
crust of solid earth on the outside. Phys- 
ical geographies illustrate this idea by 
geoigeous cuts, showing a connection t>e- 
tween the hot interior of the earth and 
the burning volcanoes. These are terri- 
ble errors to be instilled into the minds 
of our youth, by which they are given a 

false basis fort he physic:\l forces, ireology, 
meteorology and many other sciences. 
In opposition to this theory I hold that 
electricity is the force that causes earth- 
quakes, and in sujtport of this theory I 
offer the facts that eartlnjuakes occur 
during periods of great storm disturb- 
ances, and like tornadoes, occur when the 
low barometer ot the storm is near — 
usually between the high and low barom- 
eters. It Is a well known electric law 
that when a couihictor is overi'harged 
with electricity the latter will find its way 
out through the atmoaphere, making a 
crackling noise and often emitting.' sparks. 
The earth being a magnet and a conduc- 
t(jr of alcNitrlelty Is sttb|eot to the efl!»cts 
of the latter in various ways. .\n over- 
charge of electricity would cau.se the lat- 
ter to pass from the earth outward 
through the atmosphere, thereby causing 
a rising vortex, as seen in the liurricane, 
the tornado and in a less foroa itt the or- 
dinary storm. 

That there are currents of electricity 
passing around the earth, in its surface, 
is a fact not disputedi and these currejits 
follow those stratas of the earth that are 
the best conductors. These earth 
strata conductors, when the earth is 
over-charged wtth electricity, are ovcr- 
taxe<l. not of suflUent ca]>acity to con- 
duct the electrioal currents. In such 
events the result is the same as whan 

electric wires or other electric apparatus 
iu use by man are overcharged. The 
electridty most find relief, either by dis- 
sipating through the atmos]ibere or by 
the fusion or expansion of the con<luctors. 
If the conductor is made up of small 
particles these will diverge ; if it is a solid 
bcxly it will expand or fuse, and if it is 
water it will evaporate. 

The strongest currents in this part of 
the earth, pass not far from Charleston, 
South Carolina, south-weatward in the 
direction of the volcanic regions in Mex- 
ico and Centra! AoMrica, and when the 
earth conductors, along which these cui- 
runts dow, are overcharged they find re- 
lief In toniadoast hurricanes, earthquakes 
or an inaitssd activity in the volcanoes. 
On September 1, 1886, the planets were 
in position to over^'harge the earth with 
electricity, and the result is seen in the 
trreat earthquake at Charleston, South 
Carolina, and, as I have repeatedly an- 
nounced, the planets are now in position to 
over-charge the earth, and therefore such 
events as we read of in Central America 
and the Martinique hurricane may be ex- 
pected frequently till after June, 18U2. 
It is a noticeable fact that when the 
earth's electric tension is relieved by an 
earthquake, the storms are not so great, 
and when no earthquake occurs to re- 
lieve the over-charged earth, the storms 
avt mndi fraater. W. T. Fostsr.
